Qood Ofrloaa of a London 
Time 
Correspondent 
In tha Matter 
Monoghan'a Trinkets. 


WASHINGTON, 
Sept 
16. 
The 
Pieslden't received 
In audience at the 
White House yesterday afternoon Mr. 
John George Leigh, who has spent sev- 
eral months In Samoa as special 
cor- 
respondent of the Iondon Times, and 
Is now on his return Journey to Eng- 
land. 
While In one of tho "black 
vil- 
lages" of Upolo, 
Mr. 
Leigh 
learned 
that a watch, believed 
to have 
be- 
longed 
to cither Lieutenant 
Lansdalc 
or Ensign Monaghan, 
the two officers 
of the cruiser Philadelphia, 
who were 
killed during the recent war against 
Mataafa, had been found in the pos- 
session of a native. 
He at once 
com- 
municated wlthiMataata, whom he had 
visited only a few days previously, and 
promptly received a reply from 
the 
high chief assuring him that no effort 
will be spared to recover the relic, and 
begging him, should the search prove 
successful, 
to restore the 
watch 
to 
the rightful owner "with my heartfelt 
condolences." 
He added: 
"You know 
what I feel about 
the 
Americans and the late unhappy war." 
At tho same time he placed at Mr. 
Leigh's command his grandson and a 
boat's crew, 
who were Instructed' 
to 
carry In every necessary direction 
Ma-taaf- 
order to his adherents. 
While these messengers were In the 
Island of Savaii, a watch and chain, 
with locket 
and 
other 
articles 
at- 
tached, wcro.handed to .Mr. Leigh. and 
Identified 
as tho property of the 
late 
Lieutenant Lansdalc. 
A few days later the correspondent 
left Samoa for San Francisco, 
where 
ho met the young widow 
of the 
la- 
mented officer and placed the trinkets 
In her possession. 
Long 
ago, nt 
tho 
instigation of his family and of 
Lans-dale- 's 
comrades In tho navy, unsuccess- 
ful efforts had been mado to trace the 
articles, so hope that they ever would 
bo found had been practically 
aban- 
doned. 
Mr. Leigh this afternoon handed to 
the President a letter from Mataafa, of 
which the following is a translation: 
"To His Excellency, 
William 
McKin-le- 
y, 
President of the United States of 
America. 
Your Excellency: I have to- 
day been informed that a watch 
has 
been found by one of my people which 
Is believed 
to have belonged to Lieu- 
tenant Lansdalc or Ensign Monaghan, 
who were unhappily killed in battle at 
Vallele, on April 1. 
I 
havo learned 
that Mr. Leigh Is about to leave 
Sa- 
moa for America, and I havo asked 
him to convey the watch to your Ex- 
cellency 
In the hope 
that you 
will 
cause It to be restored to the bereaved 
mother or nearest relatlvo of the bravo 
and 
much-lament- 
offlcer. Mr. Leigh 
will tell you that I have sincerely 
de- 
plored the sad, untimely death of the 
brave officers and men who camo from 
America and perished In the lato un- 
happy and useless war. 
My sorrow Is 
the more because 
of the great friend- 
ship which your great country has in 
the past extended to Samoa. 
I am 
es- 
pecially nnxlous that this should 
be 
made 
known 
to the 
sadly stricken 
mothers and relatives 
May It bo tho 
will of God that thero may never again 
bo strlfo between America and tho 
and that tho three powers will 
recognlzo 
my submission to their will 
und 
deslro for good 
government.

pray God may give you long life.

Paloma Wi Unable to 
Round tha Lahatna

Much Interest was taken In the start 
of the race between 
the yachts Gladys 
and 
La Paloma last Saturday 
after- 
noon 
and many people 
wended 
their 
way to the waterfront to see the two 


white-winge- 
d 
racers get off. 
The start 
was made very close to 
2 o'clock and 
on passing the 
light-hous- 
e 
the two 
ves- 
sels 
were nearly abreast. 
Soon after 
getting to the spar 
buoy the Gladys 
passed the la. Paloma and at sunset 
lest sight of her, the La Paloma being 
away off to leeward. 
The Gladys then 
bore straight 
away 
for the Molokal 
light and passed that point at 11 p. m. 
She was then becalmed to 1 a. m. 
She 
then stood over to Lanal and made 
the first tack up the channel at 
4:30 
a. m.; then stood over to Molokal and 
made a straight run for Lahalna which 
she reached at 10:45 yesterday 
morn- 
ing. 
Up to that time she had seen 
nothing of La Paloma since the 
pre- 
vious afternoon, and that vessel 
had 
not showed 
up at Lahalna. 
After lunch at Lahalna the Gladys 
started at 12 noon 
sharp on her 
re- 
turn trip to this port, which she 
ex- 
pected to reach before midnight. 
Soon after leaving Lahalna La 
Pa- 
loma was sighted about eight 
miles 
towards Lanal. 
On the home trip the wind was very 
fresh and It was blowing half a gale 
in the channel with a big sea running. 
The Gladys reached the spar buoy at 
10:01, and on entering the channel was 
surprised to see the La Paloma ahead. 
She soon overtook her and the two ves- 
sels passed the llghthouso together. 
The La Paloma, however, 
had been 
closer than was imagined 
by those on 
the Gladys, and had actually passed her 
off Koko Head, reaching the spar buoy 
about 10 minutes ahead of the Gladys, 
but it was so dark that the 
vessels 
could not make each other out. 
Coming 
In tlio channel the Gladys 


" 
passed the La Paloma just before she 
got to the light liouse and the two 
ves- 
sels finished almost in tho same rela- 
tive positions as 
when 
they started 
Saturday after salllngUully 
200 miles 
fiom port to port. 
The exact sailing time of the Gladys 
was 
SO hours and 30 minutes, exclusive 
of J hour and 15 minutes stop at La- 
halna. 
When the Gladys rounded the 
buoy at Lahalna she fired a gun ns 
agreed 
on and n boatload of 
people 
came off to invite her crew on shorp. 
Many 
people also viewed 
tho 
yacht 
from the shore, the first racing yacht 
many of them had ever seen. 
L. A. 
Thurston was one of those who boarded 
tho Gladys at Lahalna. 
The 
La Paloma did 
not 
sail 
the 
course agreed on. 
She went to 
La- 
halna all 'Tight but could 
not round 
the buoy, although she spent Just 
52 
minutes In a calm trying to do so. 
She 
then gave it up and squared away for 
home,, leaving Lahatna at 
2:15. 
She 
maila the spar buoy about 10 minutes 
before the Gladys on her first attempt 
but had to make a short tack to get 
into 
tho channel, 
which 
allowed 
the 
Gladys to catch up with her and the 
two yachts came down tho channel and 
passed 
tho light house almost 
simul- 
taneously. 
The La Paloma's actual sailing time 
was 31 hours and 45 minutes. 
Allow- 
ing her the 52 minutes she lost In try- 
ing to round the buoy at Lahalna the 
Gladys 
won a 200 mile race in just 23 
minutes. 
The figures given above are 
obtained from members of both crews 
nml me correct. 
Tho La Paloma, not 
having rounded the Lahalna buoy, has 
no claim on tho race, but tho figures 
are given to show

remarkably 
clone actual sailing time of tho two 
yachts.

Those who are Interested In the edu- 
cation of tho negro, 
have

years, 
noticed 
tho remarkable 
differ- 
ence In the physical 
appearance and 
mental traits of different 
negroes. 
The 
wrltorof thIsartlcle,about twentyyoars 


CO, whllo visiting In Newbern, 
North 
Carolina, was told about n negro who 
was tho most successful 
cotton planter 
la tho, country. 
Tho writer drove out 
ufblt plantation and spent some hours 
with him. 
Ho was coal black, had thin 
lips and a Grecian 
profile. 
Although 
ho had been a slave, and was without 
education, he had developed atstrong 
onjawhtiag 
mind,' had 
purchased ono 
(jwiit 
ml acres of land, and paid for 
It out of the profits of his cotton crops, 
although the white men said cotton did 
not pay. 
In the border States and in 
the upper Gulf States many negroes 
of 
this character are found, 
though few 
In comparison with 
the entire 
black 
papulation. 
As the American 
negro speaks tho 
English language, and is used to the 
American ways, and can handle a hoe, 
and moreover can 
move without tho 
Interference 
of Immigration 
laws 
to 
any part of the national territory, 
ho 
may, 
if selected 
carefully, bo a desir- 
able laborer. 
Out these conditions in 
soma respects make him a dangerous 
laborer. 
He has an Imperfect 
idea of 
bis rights, and therefore 
exaggerates 
them. 
His mind Is constantly inflamed 
with tho foolish 
talk of the ignorant 
negro demagogue. 
He will not listen 
4o or follow the educated 
and intelli- 
gent men of his own race. 
The policy 
of tho Republican 
party, adopted 
for 
the purpose of aiding him to protect 
his manhood, 
ho misinterpreted 
Into n 
declaration of his tltncss and capacity 
to enjoy tho 
same 
political 
rights 
which his white neighbor 
possessed. 
This policy, coming from the heart, not 
the head 
of the 
Republican 
party, 
sod even a sound 
policy, within 
cer- 
tain limitations, has worked 
mischief, 
and mado the common, tho ignorant, 
the thriftless 
negro, 
restless, 
dtssatls-Be- 
d 
and 
unreliable. 
He 
Is far too 
ignorant 
to realize 
his own situation. 
He has been, and 
Is, 
as a rule, too 
ignorant 
to 
understand that 
In the 
boundless domain 
of cheap and waste 


, land In tho South, 
he has superb 
op- 
portunities 
to become 
a land owner. 
For many years tho wages of tho ne- 
gro 
in tho South havo 
been at least 
double the wages paid 
In Japan to tho 
farm laborers, but the negro has lived 
from hand to mouth, nnd tno ease with 
which 
ho can live on "hoo cake" lias 
worked against his progress. 
On tho other hand, as it was said In 
this Journal recently, tho white man of 
the South has, as n rule, utterly failed 
,to take advantago of his opportunities, 
and educate the negro into being an 
laborer. 
Thcro is abundant 
excuso for his failure, which need not 
i bo now considered. 
Any attempt to bring negro laborers 
Into this Territory 
would 
bo an 
ex- 
ceedingly 
dangerous movement, 
unless 
it was 
done, 
so as to exclude 
the 
thriftless, 
and tho 
grossly Ignorant 
who would 
soon become a 
veritable 


, curse to the community. 
A movement, 
however, 
to bring 
In 
to 
the 
Territory the better class of 
negroes, by the most careful selection 
. 
of them, in those parts of tho country 
where they havo shown themselves to 
- be good laborers, could 
supply, 
per- 
haps, a consldorablo 
part of tho labor 
'needed In tho Territory. 
An Immigra- 
tion of this kind requires time, 
pa- - 
tlence, nnd the b(Mt executive 
ability. 
Only tho undeslrablo negroes 
would 
offer to Immigrate itt 
once. 
Those 
who have acquired 
homed and laud, 
even though of little value, would 
hes- 
itate to move, unless they wero 
con- 
vinced 
by 
men 
in 
whom 
they havo 
confidence, 
that they could really 
bet- 
ter their 
condition 
by such 
immigra- 
tion. 
On 
tho oilier hand, 
If theru 
wero 
.audi Immigration, the planters would 
havo to modify their methods 
of using 
audi labor. 
Negro laborers, who uro 
well cared 
for, and 
well treated, will 
do excellent 
work. 
Hut when they aro 
abused, tbuy nro qultu llko tho white 
men, 
for 
tlmy 
milk 
nnd wlilrk their 
work. 
They uru good iimim-- 
mid nro 
easily led, but at the suuin tltuu ur

und aru now illUmis of the 
United HUUn.uml tho most Ignorant 
of

it 
has been assumed since that time, that

asked 
tho author of it, "Who are the 
voice of the people?" tho author of it, 
who kept a corner grocery, 
replied:

so clearly evident that if

gress had recognized the Cuban 
Repub- 
lic, tho affairs of tho Island would be, 
today, 
in a hopeless muddle, 
and its 
provinces 
would 
bo overrun with local 
Insurrectionists. 
The action of 
Congress 
furnished 
once 
more 
ono 
of thoso surprises 
In 
tho evolution of tho Federal govern- 
ment, which exhibit tho miscalculation 
of the founders of the Constitution In 
tho 
operation 
of 
its 
cheoks 
and 
balances. 
The Senate, especially 
designed 
to 
be a conservative, and 
more 
exper- 
ienced body than the House, has, under 
the hands of the politicians, 
and 
a 
negligent constituency, become largely 
a body of rich business men, and, for 
some years, displayed no octter states- 
manship than tho House. 
The events connected with the action 
of Congress 
upon our relations with 
Spain 
indicate It clearly. 
The Presi- 
dent, having fully 
Informed 
himself 
about the character of the Cubans, saw 
only 
peril and confusion 
In any 
re- 
cognition 
of the Cuban 
Republic, 
nnd 
strenuously opposed the drift of 
Sen- 
ators towards making such 
recogni- 
tion. 
'Rut the Senate, the 
Republi- 
cans being led by Senator Foraker, by 
a voto of 07 to 21, adopted a resolution 
of recognition, and sent It to the House 
for concurrence. 
The House 
refused 
to concur with It, nnd 
after 
several 
long 
conferences, 
tho Senate yielded 
and the Cuban 
Republic 
was not re 
cognized, 
and the 
President's 
policy 
was sustained. 
This action of the House authorizes 
tho conclusion 
that It contained better 
statesmen than tho Senate, or, nt least, 
that Its aggregate wisdom was higher. 
Hut, after all, the bund 
of 
Speaker 
Reed wns apparent 
In casting tho nc 
tion of the House. 
While ho disliked 
the President, he saw that he was right 
in urging that the Cuban government 
should not be recognized, and 'with his 
usual 
"despotism" 
exercised 
through 
Representative 
Dlnglcy, 
he 
defeated 
the action of tho Republican 
Senate. 
Tho 
Mugwump 
Instincts 
of 
Speaker 
Reed led him 
to refuse to follow tho 
Republican 
leaders in the Senate, and 
at a critical time, do his own rhinklng 
and acting. 
Nearly one year and a half has pass- 
ed since tho Senate tried to force on 
tho President a recognition of the Cu- 
ban 
Republic. 
With tho light of tho 
experience gained 
during that period, 
It can now be seen how near the coun- 
try became 
involved 
in scheme which 
would have driven out the Spaniards 
from Cuba, and then turned tho Island 
over to a series of ephemeral republics, 
followed 
by revolutions, and anarchy. 
Had thu Senate scheme prevailed, the 
United States could have, 
In the end, 
established law and order 
in 
Cuba, 
only 
by the liberal use and 
expendi- 
ture of blood and iron. 
Senator Lodge does not discuss the 
effect of the delay of tho Senate In act- 
ing upon 
tho treaty 
of Paris. 
That 
delay, 
It is now claimed, 
Is the causa 
of the war In the Philippines. 
Dut not 
until the war Is over, and tho opinions 
of the Filipinos under Agultnldo can 
be obtained as to tho effect of that do.

the 
stirring 
epoch of German 
history-makin- g 
in 
Texas did not end with the establish- 
ment of the early towns of FrederickB-bur- g, 
Slsterdale. and 
New Draunfels 
by the pioneer band 
of restless 
Ger- 
man spirits who canio to this country 
with Prlnco Solms Draunfels In 1845. 
The German 
In Texas had a subse- 
quent hUtory, equally stirring as that 
of 
the 
venturesome 
vanguard 
that 
crossed the sea in 1843, or thobe who 
fled after the revolutionary 
period 
of 
1848. 
The Germans 
have been making 
history ever since, or rather, have been 
moulding character, 
which, 
after all, 
directs the destiny of a state's history. 
Beginning In the forties, they pushed 
northwestward the lines of civilization, 
redeeming from the savage all of the 
highland country known as the Texas 
Alps, the heart of which is the German 
burg Comfort, 
and 
the 
westernmost 
boundary the Mils of Fredericksburg. 
For ten or fifteen 
years 
following 
they were the best Indian lighters of 
the state. 
Fearless, hardy, and splen- 
did marksmen, they were the best ele- 
ment In the early Texas Rangers. 
In

country 
this 
fact has been overlooked, but an 
In- 
spection of the records shows tbatthere 
were entire German 
companies of In- 
dian fighters and Germans 
In 
every 
company. 
During 
this 
period 
they 
were the teamsters, the "common 
car- 
riers" of the new state. 
Theirs were 
the long wagon 
trains 
that 
carried 
the freight 
from 
the then Important 
seaport of Indlanola as far Inland 
as 
San Antonio, and from thence 
west- 
ward to Mexico, and Into the 
moun- 
tains to the German communities that 
had been built up In the highlands. 
It 
Is characteristic 
of the

tions: 
The Americans were the owners 
of

lines. 
The 
drivers wcro Americans, 
with here and 
there a German 
at tho lines as If by 
tho merest accident. 
Theirs was tho 
swift pace. 
Tho 
Germans were the 
owners of the vast lines of mule freight 
trains. 
Tho drivers 
were 
Germans. 
Theirs was the steady, solid work. 
It 
was work that required accuracy and 
solidity, and no people 
were 
better 
adapted for this hazardous task than 
the German 
pioneers of those days. 
By the time that the civil war broko 
out the German population of Texas 
waa considerable, and its 
moral 
In- 
fluence and weight of numbers showed 
itself to a marked degree 
In the bril- 
liant campaign of Gen. Sam Houston, 
'' that almost wrested Texas from the 
secession movement. 
The Germans, though largely 
agri- 
cultural 
In pursuit, 
detested slavery, 
and with few exceptions disdained to 
hold black human chattels.

PACIFIC HEiaiilS. 


C. S. Desky Is evidently determined 
that the grass shall not grow on his 
new road on Pacific Heights, nor the 
cobwebs 
on his scheme to Install 
a ' 
system of electric tramways leading to 
the property. 
By the next steamer he 
expects to receive valuable Informa 
tion, plans and specifications concern 
ing tho particular 
merits of two 
en- 
tirely different systems, and 
ho will 
then decide upon the one that Is best 
adapted to 
the 
requirements. 
His 
preference is for a cable system run 
by electric power, and this will most 
probably be adopted. 
"The advantages of a cable system," 
he said yesterday, "are that It permits 
a great saving of power in this 
re- 
spect: tho cars that are coming down 
the hill can be made 
to help pull the 
others up the hill. 
This is about the 
most economical 
system I have found. 
It Is simply a cable system with elec- 
tricity as a motlvo 
power Instead 
of 
steam. 
"No, it is not likely the cars will 
run on the road I have Just finished. 
That Is for n driveway. 
Tho cable or 
electric cars, whichever may bo deter 
mined 
on, will run on a road of their 
own. 
Starting 
from the foot of the 
hill they will parallel the present road 
for the first 
half-mil- e, 
It being my In 
tention to increase the width of the 
road so as to permit the building of a 
double 
car-trac- k 
without 
Interfering 
with tho driveway. After tho first half- - 
mile tho cars will 
leave 
the present 
road and tako a much shorter route to 
the summit. 
Ulther electric or 
cable 
cars can use a grade twice as steep as 
the roadway with perfect safety, 
"As tho property through which tho 
road Is to run 
Is nil mine, I can use 
any survey or grade I see fit, and my 
Idea is to reach Pacific Heights in tho 
shortest possible time, having due re 
gard, of course, to the safety of the 
public."

Much interest 
Is taken here In the 
establishment of the International

stitute for Qlrls 
in 
Spain. 
Mr. and 
Mrs. Wm. II. Gullck are the flounders 
of the work of educating Spanish girls 
In Spain, since 
1871. 
Mr. Oulick 
was 
born In these Islands, and first 
set- 
tled In Barcelona, Spain, but 
subse- 
quently moved to 
San 
Sebastian in 
1881. 
Their labors have been subject 
to constant 'and excessive 
annoyance. 
The Roman Catholic Interests have op- 
posed them at every 
step, 
but they 
have not yielded 
for a moment, 
and 
have determined to crown the work of 
their lives by establishing 
this 
insti- 
tute for girls 
In Madrid 
under 
the 
shadows of the University of Spain. 
THE INTERNATIONAL 
INSTITUTE 
FOR GIRLS 
IN SPAIN. 
This institute was established In 1881 
by Mrs. 
Alice 
Gordon 
Gullck 
In the 
city of San Sebastian, Spain. 
In 1892 It was incorporated by 
the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
In 
1897 Mrs. Alice Freeman Palmer was 
elected president of the corporation. 
The Institute has been supported by 
tho Woman's Board of Missions, 
con- 
nected with tho American Congrega- 
tional Doard of Missions, and the spe- 
cial gifts of friends. 
Its connection with the Spanish 
In- 
stitutions, the Institute antl University 
of Madrid, 
has been supported by the 
corporation and 
not by 
the Mission 
Board. 
NORMAL CLASS. 
At first tho Instruction in the Insti- 
tute was limited to the preparation of 
teachers nnd tho graduates received the 
diploma of the institute. Forty of these 
gruduates have been employed 
In the 
principal cltle.s of Spain 
in schools for 
primary 
and 
secondary 
Instruction 
with marked success. 
Last year they 
reported over 2,500 children under 
In- 
struction. 
THE INSTITUTE. 
In 1890 It was resolved to bring the 
girls Into the State system of educa- 
tion, as there is no law against admit- 
ting girls into tho provincial institute, 
or the National and State Universities. 
The plan was, however, 
to prepare the 
girls in the San Sebastian Institute and 
send them up for the State examina- 
tions. 
This was posslblo owing to the 
fact 
that 
several college girls, grad- 
uates of Mt. Holyoko 
and' Wollesley, 
had becomo members 
of the faculty. In 
1890 four girls presented themselves 
for examination 
In the Institute 
and 
received in their entrance examinations 
tho highest marks given 
by the insti- 
tute. 
In 1891 out of 41 girls examined 33 
' came up to tho Bame high standing aft- 
er competitive examination. 
In 1892 four 
of 
tho 
prizes were 
gained by tho girls of the institute. 
June 30, 
1894, a class of four girls, 
Esther 
Alonso, 
Sara Marques, 
Isabel 
Alonso 
and Juliana 
Campo, 
received 
the certificate of completed 
work 
in 
the State Institute 
of Gulpozcoa 
at 
San Sebastian, entitling 
them to the 
degree 
of Bachelor of Arts. 
It was the first time In tho history 
of Spain that girls taught 
by women 
had obtained such recognition. 
Certificates from State schools 
se- 
cure for tho 
students 
much 
better 
places as teachers. 
Besides the courses of study assigned 
at the State Institute, these girls had 
studied English, 
French, music 
and 
drawing, a thorough course of Bible 
study, and the sewing and embroidery 
required in the Spanish schools. 
At this date 
13 girls havo received 
the degree 
of B.A. from tho State 
In- 
stitute. 
THE UNIVERSITY. 
The great event of tho year 1895 was 
the matriculation 
of two girls, Esther 
Alonso and Juliana Campo, In tho Uni- 
versity 
of 
Madrid. 
The 
professors 
showed great Interest in the plan, and 
at the end of the year, after careful 
examination, 
tho girls were awarded 
the highest mark that the university 
gives, In all the studies presented. The 
professors of tho university 
congratu- 
lated tho girls and asked them where 
they had studied and who had taught 
them. 
When they replied our profes 
sors wero 
women, 
they 
exclaimed, 
"Mujeres"

Two 
Soldiers 
Nearly 
Drowned 
in Harbor 


Private Hubur DBrvs a Medal 
for Hl 
Daring Rescue of a 
Sinking Comrade. 


During 
tho time the tranlport 
Be- 
lgian' 
King 
was 
docked 
at Oceanic 
wharf many 
soldiers 
availed 
them- 
selves 
of the opportunity of taking a 
swim 
In tho harbor and two of them 
In so doing 
narrowly 
escaped 
from 
drowning. 
The first mishap was about 9 o'clock 
yesterday morning. 
The people on tho 
dock nnd steamer were startled 
with 
cries for help 
from 
ono ol the 
men 
swimming. 
A lead line was Immedi- 
ately thrown out to the man In dis 
tress, who had already twice sunk, but 
tho weight accidentally struck him on 
tho head. 
The man was stunned and 
would certainly have drowned had not 
several men Jumped frim tbc dock and 
swum to his aid. 
The other accident occurred about 2 
o'clock 
In tho afternoon, shortly 
be- 
fore tho departure of the transport. In 
this case Private Jones, who had at 
tempted 
to swim 
across the harbor, 
was taken with cramps at a consider- 
able distance from the vessel, and Im 
mediately 
sank. 
A 
fellow 
soldier 
named 
Huber, hearing his cries 
for 
help, 
Jumped 
from 
where 
he 
was 
standing on the hurricane deck of the 
steamer, with all his clothes on, 
to 
swim to his rescue. 
Uy the time Jones 
was reached he had sunk for tho last 
time, but was brought to the surface 
by the daring soldier who had gone 
to his nld and who dived after 
him. 
Jones 
was 
practically 
drowned, and 
had just barely shown 
signs of 
life 
by the tlmo 
tho transport 
left. 
The soldier Huber, who so nobly res- 
cued this drowning man In the manner 
stated nbnvo, certainly deserves great 
praise. 
Ho was loudly applauded by 
nil who witnessed 
his brave rescue.
